ports for the job, A. E. Porsild, chief botanist for the federal 
government, said in an interview here Monday. 


MR. PORSILD, who supervised 
the great drive of some 3,000 rein- 
deer from Alaska to the MacKen- 
zie delta in 1935, is going north 
Tuesday by plane and canoe to in- 
spect the herd, now numbering 
8,000, at Reindeer Station. He will 
also inspect timber along the river 

WHILE THE reindeer have flour- 
ished greatly in their new surround- 
ings, the government has not had 
the results desired in the experi- 
ment, Mr. Porsild said 

It has been difficult to convert 
the MacKenzie district Eskimo into 
reindeer people from their lifelong 
fur trading activities, he said 

The MacKenzie delta Eskimos 
have the highest per capita wealth 
of any Canadians, many earning as 
fur 


high as $8,000 per year in the 
trapping business 
And yet, fur trapping is bad for 


the Eskimos. It is a fluctuating bus- 
iness, with values alternately soar- 
ing and dropping, he said 

It had been hoped to demonstrate 
to the Eskimos that raising rein- 
deer, would be, in the long run, a 
more stable method of earning a 
livlihood 

The method of the government 
has been to train young apprentices 
in the art of handling reindeer 
After graduating from a course the 
given ownership of 
so many head of reindeer, Steers 
are slaughtered each year and the 
meat sold, Hides are also market- 
ed 

It is felt that the Eastern Arctic 
Eskimos who are not fur traders 
will turn more readily to the occu- 
pation of raising reindeer 

One apprentice was so successfu! 
that he made $7,000 from his herd 
but the example has not caught on 
with other MacKenzie Delta Eski 
mos, Mr. Porsild said
